It has as its lower storj'^, morality. No 
civilixation can endure without right- 
eouaness, and the foundation of right- 
eousness is religion, and the corner stone 
of the Christian religion is the' Lord's 
day. 
When anyone tiu-ns the Sabbath 
i"+o a day "lere'v for refrestion and 


who crossed the ocean in the Mayflower 
and her kindred ships, the richest ar- 
gosies that ever floated on sapphire seas. 
Wien any immigrant wishes to come to 
America to make this his home and 
obey our laws and uphold our institu- 
tions, bid him welcome.

Gene Packard, pitcher of the Kansas 
City Feds, is known as the "left hander 
with control.". . Behind- that control Is a 
stonr that sprovea that ball players are 
made more through aarly training than 
anything elaa. 


There ar© thraa .of th« P&cdcard boys, 
two laft handed pitchers and one an In- 
fielder, 
aJl out In professional ball and 
all coming along rapidly. 


The father of these boys was a ball 
player and h» determined to make ball 
players . of his boya—W«f«rably pitchers. 
Almost aa soon as they could throw he 
had them out teaching tham the art. To 
do this he evolved ona of the best Ideas 
I ever heard of. 


He took three indoor baseballs, put a 
string through the canters of them, at- 
tached a rubber band to the anda of tha 
string and tied one end to the limb of 
a tree and anchored tha other to the 
groKind. 


The three balls hung one knee high, 
one waist high, one shoulder high. Then 
ha had the boys pitch at these balls, first 
calling "high," "low" 
or "waist" 
and 
keeping them at it until they could hit 
any ball he called, and hit it either Inside 
or outside. 
They learned control -that 
way and In spite of being left banders 
thefy never forgot the lesson.

London Lists Alleged Mai 
treatment of Catholic 
Clergy in Belgium. 


London, Jan. 8.—(11:26 a. m.)—At the 
request of the Belgian legation in Lon 
don the British press bureau todAy is- 
iBued detailed allegations of the maltreat- 
ment of Catholic clergy in Belgiimi arid 
the destruction of their institutions by 
German troops. 
This statement 
says 
that churches and religious houses were 
destroyed or profaned in almost every 
village and in many towns where the 
German troops passed. In most cases the 
edifices were utilized as stables and pri- 
sons, and, when not placed in safe hid- 
ing, the sacred vessels were stolen. 


Thé statement makes the declaration 
that members of the c l e r ^ have been ex- 
posed to special indignities at the hands 
of Gierman soldiers. 
In the, diocese of 
Liege, Namur, Malines and Ghent many 
priests and others connected with the 
churches were imprisoned 
or 
hanged. 
Many other priests were carriéd off to 
Germany 
where they 
appear to have 
been "subjected to abominable usage." 


The following specific instances are 
given in the statement 
of the press 
bureau. 
August 27 aji American and a 
Spanish priest, among a group of seventy 
civilians, were dragged about from place 
to place all day and molested, insulted 
and threatened with military execution. 
They were taJcen'to the church at Camp- 
enhout and shut up for the night. 


August 21: 
The priest of Duchen, an 
invalid 87 years old, suffering from dis- 
ease, was accused by, the Germans of 
having fired on them. He was arrested, 
hoist^ on a cajinon, tossed into a ditch, 
tortured and shot. 


A witness deposes that he saw the 
priest Getrode brought into Aerschot 
August 24 with three wounded men. The 
Germans gaid he was an English spy and 
took him to the town hall. The following 
day they beat him with rifle butts and 
then on the Demer bridge they shot him 
and cast his body into the river. 


A priest makes the following deposi- 
tion: 
"August 
15, German 
soldiers 
swarmed inw the village of Schaeffen 
and began • to bum and pillage on the 
pretense that shots had been fired on 
them. 
One hundred and sefventy houses 
were burned and 27 dvilians were min*- 
dered. 
The Germans maltreated me in 
every way. 
They erected a gallows on 
which they said they proposed to hang 
me. They thrust me into a house which 
was on fire, but dragged me out again. 
They sent me off, and at a distance of 
200 yards they began shooting at me. 
I fell and pretended to be dead and so I 
escaped." 


Continuing, the statement says the 
commission of inquiry collected evidence | 
that in the diocese of IMalines alone 26 " 
priests were killed without cause. 
Sim- 
ilar atrocities occurred in other diocese. 
In the liege diocese ten priests were 
shot and in the Namur diocese twenty 
priests were killed. The priest of Spon- 
tin was first hung up by the feet' and 
then by the hands and pierced with bay- 
onets. 
In the diocese of Tournai, a bis- 
hop, 74 years old, was seized as a hostage 
and struck by a soldier. Three ecplesias- 
tics were shot in this diocese. 


The statement concludes with these 
words: 
"Nothing can demonstrate more 
clearly the tendencies of the Germans in 
dealing 
with 
members 
of the clerical 
body than the words of a proclamation 
posted by the Goman aikhorities at 
Grievgne which says, "when hostages are 
taken the priests, burgomasters, 
and 
members of the communal administra- 
tion are to be put at the head of the 
list."

Given in Summary. 


Capture of another town in Alsace 


to the south of Sennheim, is reported 
by the French war office in its state- 
ment of today. 
The German com-
